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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Grow et al does not teach 
a supporting member having at least one cavity wherein a particle comprising a receptor coupled bead is positioned within the cavity. 
The argument has been considered but is not found persuasive because Grow specifically teaches the supporting member as claimed. 
For example, at columns 19-21, Grow describes the supporting member having receptors immobilized thereon ((col. 19, lines 54-67) 
wherein the receptors are immobilized on beads (col. 21, lines 17-25) and wherein the support has pores (i.e. cavities) for 
capturing/immobilizing the receptors (col. 21, lines 1-9). As such, the pores are cavities within which the particles are positioned (Col. 
21, lines 1-25). Therefore, Grow et al teaches the support as claimed. The remaining text of Applicant's arguments has been reviewed. 
However, the arguments reiterate the argument discussed above. The arguments are not found persuasive for the reasons stated above. 
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
